Claims 10-17, 20 and 21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fails to disclose a platform positioned spaced apart from the 
accelerating electrode and having one locating member adjustably located on the 
platform, the location of the locating member being adjustable by at least nine 
millimeters in a direction transverse to the longitudinal direction such as required by 
claim 10. 

The prior art fails to disclose at least one locating member adjustably located on 
the platform, the location of the at least one locating member being adjustable by at 
least nine millimeters, wherein the reference member engages the locating member to 
position the head in three dimensions relative to the accelerating electrode such as 
required by claim 15.
